NEW MADRID- 
The New 
Madrid County Court Thursday 
approved a 1976 budget totaling 
11,289,188.74, which is $27,883.74 
less than the 1975 budget. 
General revenue funds ap­ 
propriated 
for 
payment 
of 
proposed expenditures totaled 
$564,094.84. A total of $380,900 is 
apportioned for the road and 
bridge fund, and $344,193.90 is 
budgeted to the revenue-sharing 
fund. 
The $27,883.74 reduction in the 
1976 budget is reflected in the 
appropriations for road and 
bridge fund expenditures and 
the revenue-sharing fund. 
Jim W. Farrenburg, county 
clerk and budget officer, stated 
in his budget message that the 
general revenue fund is in ex­ 
cellent fiscal condition, with 
approximately $119,000 more on 
hand at the beginning of this 
year than at the start of 1975. 
Farrenburg said this was due 
mainly because the county had 
reduced expenditures by ap­ 
proximately 
$79,000 
in 
the 
calendar year of 1975 and also 
because the county’s valuation 
was increased by the State Tax 
Commission to comply with the 
new state statutes setting 
assessments at three and one 
third per cent of true value in­ 
stead of 30 per cent. 
The assessed valuation for 


1976 tax purposes is estimated to 
reach $78,100,000. The proposed 
1976 tax rate per $100 assessed 
valuation remains at 50 cents for 
general revenue funds, 25 cents 
for road and bridge funds, 10 
cents for county library; 10 
cents for county health center 
and three cents for Johnson 
grass control.

BAMBOO CURTAIN 
Only the departure of Mao 
Tse-tung himself to join his 
ancestors would have generated 
a greater or more “un-Chinese” 
outpouring of official mourning 
and euoiogizing than did the 
death of Chou En-lai. 
It was a final remarkable 
tribute to a remarkable man. 
For years it was taken for 
granted by China- watchers, and 
presumably by the Chinese 
themselves, that Chou — 
premier and No. 2 man in the 
Chinese Communist hierarchy, 
who at one time seemed to run 
China virtually singlehanded on 
a day-to-day basis — would 
inherit the aging Mao’s mantle. 
Few observers anticipated that 
he might pre-decease Mao. 
But Chou himself was aging 
and was, as we now know, 
stricken by cancer. For the last 
few years of his life he was 
continuously hospitalized. Even 
so, to the outside world Chou 
continued 
to represent the 
semblance if not the actuality of 
power in China. Whatever subtle 
i alignments and shifting of 
authority his long incapacity 
must have occasioned remain as 
yet unclear. 
Mao 
Tse-tung, 
that 
semimythical, deified figure, 
now remains alone as the last of 
the original Chinese com­ 
munists. All the rest are gone, 
either through death or defec­ 
tion or purge. The passing of 
Chou En-lai now makes more 
obvious than anything else could 
the great void of leadership that 
exists between Mao and the 
masses. 
First Deputy Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping, whose name most 
American» never heard until 
President Ford’s trip to China 
last fall, gives more the im­ 
pression of being an interim or 
caretaker administrater than 
the new heir to Mao. 
Again unlike most other 
Chinese Communists, Cho Enlai 
was well known outside his 
country long before President 
Nixon’s historic visit in March, 
1972 — that dramatic parting of 
the bamboo curtain for which 
Chou was so greatly responsible. 
For nine years before and 
during World War II, he had 
been liaison man between the 
Communists, Chiang Kai-sheks 
Nationalists 
and 
Western 
napresentatives in Chungking. 
He was named premier and 
foreign minister of the people’s 
republic at its founding in 1949, 
and was the only premier it has 
ever had. In 1954, he represented 
China at the Geneva conference 
on Vietnam, at which was laid 
the ground for America’s later 
tragic involvement in that 
country. 
It was in 1972, however, that 
Chou attained something almost 
like popularity in the United 
states. / host and toastmaster to 
the An. ;rican presidential and 
press erJourage. 
The fi je of China that Chou 
presented to Americans via

The presence of the 
Russian bear on China’s nor­ 
thern border alone insures there 
will not be. 
For his role in making China a 
world power to be reckoned with 
an in bringing about a new era in 
Chinese- American relations, 
Chou En-lai has earned a unique 
place in the history of both 
countries.

Many years ago, the oil in­ 
dustry was warning that 
governmental policies which 
killed incentives to find and 
produce more oil and gas were 
leading inexorably toward 
shortages.

Few questions facing the 
American people today are 
more vital, more debated — and 
more confusing — than the 
question of oil. 
Barely two years after the 
United States decided to make 
itself independent of foreign oil, 
we 
find 
ourselves 
more 
dependent than ever. 
Americans currently consume 
17 millions of barrels of oil each 
day and produce less than 10 
million. According to one study, 
even if there is only a modest 2.5 
per cent annual increase in oil 
consumption over the next 
decade, by 1985 we will be 
consuming 23 million barrels a 
day, while our presently known 
domestic reserves will be 
supplying less than 5 million 
barrels. 
Yet it is the vogue to attack 
the 
petroleum 
industry, 
especially in Congress, where 
some members seem deter­ 
mined not only to roll back the 
price of oil being produced today 
but to abolish the investment 
incentives that are needed if die 
industry is to find and develop 
the oil the nation will need 
tomorrow. 
Few people will shed a tear 
over the problems of Exxon, 
gulf, Shell and the like. The fact 
is, however, that drilling by the 
nation’s 
4,000 
small, 
in­ 
dependent oil companies ac­ 
counts for 80 per cent of all on­ 
shore oil discoveries, and these 
companies are perhaps even 
more dependent than the giants 
of the industry on investment 
capital from private individuals. 
Not many Americans, of 
course, can afford to take a 
“bath” in a dry hole to the tune 
of $5,000 or $10,000, die usual 
investments in one well these 
days But apparendy, despite 
the recession and its lingering 
after effects, there are s*;ll 
many individuals in the "J.S. 
with a minimum net worth of 
$200,000 who can. 
This is the criterion required 
by ENI Corporation, the nation’s 
largest 
brokerage 
house 
specializing in tax- related in­ 
vestment opportunities for high- 
income individuals and cor- 
poradns — in short, tax shelters. 


ENI is the largest supplier of 
funds to the independent oil 
industry. 
“It is important to recognize

SLIPPING ON OIL 
You can’t see it or feel it, but 
you'd better believe it: The 
energy crisis is still with us, 
explosive as ever.

and prices, ended where it 
started-nowhere. 
In Congress there are almost 
as many ideas about energy 
legislation as there are mem­ 
bers. A half dozen or so jpians 
have been worked up by one 
committee or another, 
but 
agreement on an over- all, 
realistic policy is no closer now 
than it was in January, when 
this session was called to order 
President Ford knows what he 
wants, but he is not getting it, 
and isn't likely to. The public 
attitude seems to be 
“So 
what?J"

present “fill’er up" euphoira is 
that the fule situation is no 
nearer solution now than it was 
that w inf ter when so many 
filling stations ran out of gas.

2. The commission makes a 
long and genuinely valuable 
examination of the outlook. 
3. 
Everybody praises the 
study as a significant blueprint 
for action - which most of them 
really are. The report prompts a 
few days of scare headlines and 
thoughtful editorials ab out a 
clear and present danger. 
4. 
The document - usually 
several volumes - is sent to 
Congress. 
5. That's the last of it. 
There are no indications 
President Ford has any thought 
of going the route outlines here. 
But it has been suggested, and 
there are precedents galore. 
Through the years, Washinton 
has had a penchant for com­ 
piling scholarly studies - and 
forgetting them. 
Doejs anybody remember the 
Paley Report? 
That was the 
popular name of the time - the 
summer of 1952 - that was given 
to a five- volume report made by 
a Materials Policy Commission 
appointed by President Truman.

A drain on U.S.- 
Canada Relations 
with LES WHITTEN 


WASHINGTON - Govern­ 
ment documents, intended for 
official eyes only, describe how 
a $419 million irrigation project 
has brought a chill to the once 
warm friendship between the 
United States and Canada, 
The project, known as the 
Garrison Diversion, is located 
on the border between Canada 
and North Dakota. Designed as 
a multipurpose water system, it 
will irrigate 250,000 acres when 
it is completed in 1990. 
Canadian 
officials 
and 
congressional critics charge the 
Garrison project will route dirty 
water into Canada. This would 
violate a 1909 treaty, which 
prohibits the U.S. and Canada 
from polluting one another’s 
waterways. 
The main support for the 
project comes 
from North 
Dakotan farmers, who are 
thirsty for needed, new water 
sources. But Canadian farmers 
and conservationists fear that 
both crops and wildlife will be 
endangered by the project’s 
extensive irrigation system. 
To soothe Canadian fears, the 
U.S. agreed in 1974 to hold up 
construction on sections of the 
Garrison project that might 
affect Canada’s waterways. 
The issue has beat referred to 
the International Joint Com­ 
mission (UC), the body charged 
with settling border disputes 
between the U.S. and Canada. 
Government documents in­ 
dicate that the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation is violating the 
moratorium even while the IJC 
is still studying the problem. 
The 
Bureau has already 
acquired 
land and started 
construction on the McClusky 
Canal and Lonetree Reservoir, 
two components of the Garrison 
project The canal and reservoir 
will link up with a shared 
Canadian-American 
river, 
which will route the polluted 


water into Canada. 
The 
U.S. 
has conceded 
privately that the link-up could 
cause a “potentially serious and 
costly dispute with Canada. The 
State Department has delivered 
a memo to President Ford's 
national security adviser, Maj. 
Gen Brent Scowcroft, warning: 
“Data provided by the Bureau 
of Reclamation indicate that 
irrigation return flows from the 
(Garrison) 
project will ad­ 
versely affect the Souris and 
Red Rivers. 
“These adverse effects, if not 
mitigated, are likely to violate 
our obligations ... of the 
Boundary Waters Treaty not to 
pollute waters flowing 
into 
Canada.” 
Despite this blunt warning, 
work is continuing on the con­ 
troversial link-up. This has 
brought a hot, private letter 
from Rep. William Moorhead, 
D-Pa., 
whose 
subcommittee 
oversees the Garrison project. 
“It is difficult to understand,” 
he wrote to Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, “how the 
United States can justify con­ 
struction of a project which is 
certain to result in a treaty 
violation.” 
A 
State 
Department 
spokesman acknowledged that 
the McClusky and Lonetree 
construction is proceeding but 
claimed these features could be 
used for 
“purely domestic 
purposes.” 
However, Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State Richard Vine, 
who is responsible for Canadian 
affairs, conceded to our reporter 
Julia Rose that he had not seen 
any plans for purely domestic 
uses but was relying 
UPON 
THE “assurances” of the 
Bureau of Reclamation. He 
insisted that the U.S. won’t 
violate its treaty with Canada. 
Therefore, if the UC should 
report that the Garrison project 
will pollute Canadian water­ 
ways, much of the costly con­ 
struction will 
have to be 
scrapped.

Garment 
Industry 
peace brings common front 
against Red Imports 
NEW YORK - There was 
almost a strike in the ladies 
garment industry. Outer-wear 
this time. In May comes the 
crisis 
in underwear, 
bras, 
blouses. And the nation passes it 
by. You know, all those cloak 
and suiter jokes. And that 29- 
year-old, not exactly a beauty, 
back in 1962 playing Miss 
Marmelstein in “I Can Get If 
For You Wholesale.” And the 
kid’s name is Barbra Streisand. 
And later she gives out with the 
union's favorite of the '30s, 
“Sing Me a Song of Social 
Significance, all other songs are 
taboo.” 
Well, I don't know about Miss 
Marmelstein these days. She’s 
doing pretty good as Streisand. 
But the International Ladies 
Garment 
Workers 
Union 
(ILGWU) has just hurled 
history around the comer in 
what still is one of the most 
dedicated, perhaps the last, 
bastions of capitalism’s small 
fiercely 
competitive 
en­ 
terprises Don’t jest about those 
cloak and suiters or the ILG 
either. 
Combined they’re at the core 
of a $32-billion-a-year industry. 
Over 70 per cent of what our 
ladies wear is produced or 
designed or in some fashion 
radiates from "Seventh Ave." - 
the rag jungle. And no longer 
are the Bonnaz Embroiderers, 
the stitchers, tuckers, pleaters, 
“sewing machine girls” (and 
men) in all skills in shops of the 
ILG Dress Joint Board, Jewish 
and Italian immigrants. 
Today the industry is 80 per 
cent female, maybe not cutters 
and pressers. They are the new 
“immigrants” : blacks from the 
South, Puerto Ricans, Chinese, 
Greeks and even Yugoslavs. 
And there are indigenous 
American women, near the coal 
fields and around New England 
fishing villages and on a spread 
from Miami to Los Angeles. 
They know not of the old 
union’s history - of social 
significance, 
of “Pins 
and 
Needles,” the union's first-of-its- 
kind musical comedy (right on 
Broadway) or "With These 
Hands,” its movie starring 
Arlene 
Francis and Sam 
Levene. But when the stike 
deadline clock was stopped, the 
“sample hands” didn’t show to 
put the finishing touches on 
summer season dresses to be 
displayed in showrooms Mon­ 
day, Feb. 2. And no less a 
designer than Osca de la Renta 
had to pick up the needle and 
stitch his own show pieces to 
finish in time. 
And with the passing of Bertha 
the sewing machine girl comes a 
new industry, strongly led by a 
new breed of labor chiefs. Two 
are lawyers, ILG president Sol 
(Chick) Chaikin, first of the nine 
union presidents to be born in 
this century; and executive vice 
president Wilbur Daniels. The 
third is Fred Siems, St. Louis- 
based vice president. 


They know about the fifth 


season. That's when it’s slack. 
And they don’t mean pants. 
They're up against tough 
bargainers - garment com­ 
panies which are subsidiaries of 
Gulf and Western Industries, 
Inc.; 
Genera] Mills, Inc.; 
Consolidated Foods Corp. and 
W. R. Grace and Co., once solely 
identified with waterfronts. And 
there’s the giant Johnathan 
Logan, Inc.; built by the Sch- 
wartzes, father and son. Does 
$322.5 million annually. 
But 80 per cent of the industry 
which clothes America’s women 
is still in there as small in­ 
dividually owned firms, part­ 
nerships, etc., battling for styles 
which will pay off, pick the 
winner, 
guess right, worry 
during slack time. But right in 
there again next season. 
Six months ago, the 57-year- 
old union president Chick 
Chaikin, an Air Force veteran, 
and his bargaining team decided 
to rationalize the industry which 
has grown intertwined like a 
rain forest In the same shops, 
work forces shift from season to 
season, style to style, goods. 
Sometimes in the same plant 
they’d work on dresses, then on 
pantsuits, then on sport goods ad 
infinitum. In the same shop 
there’d be maybe a score of 
different wage rates. 
Chaikin decided no industry 
could really survive that way. 
He knew he’d hear from the 
veterans of ’the 1910 strike.” 
One 
always did. That’s the 
phrase of the old-timers, the 
Socialists, 
the force which 
created the Rooseveltian era. 
But this is 1976. So the union 
and the dress associations 
fought it out until a few minutes 
before the picket squads were 
set to hit the line in eight states 
with 55,000 needle workers. 
Chaikin won basic language 
changes in the new contract - 
the first major change in 65 
years. And he got a 40-month 
pact so there’ll be a common 
expiration date. Perhaps for the 
union’s entire 400,000 members. 
This is a long way from the 
days of a few thousand members 
when 
Chaikin’s 
predecessor 
David Dubinsky hadn’t the 
money to pay electric light bills. 
Now the union has over a billion 
dollars in special funds. It did 
well in this past contract. But 
the point is that both sides 
retained their virtue, profits - 
and common sense. And moved 
into modernity. 
For out there on the Com­ 
munist Chinese mainland is a 
vast work force outside the 
money-economy. Peking, China, 
exported 84 million square 
yards of cloth to the U.S. in 1974. 
Actually most of this cloth came 
as apparel. All this from a no­ 
wage rate, no working stan­ 
dards Communist nation. This is 
the grimmest threat to 400,000 
ladies garment workers and 
their employers. 
Maybe Streisand should sing 
another song 
of 
social 
significance. 
There’s 
much 
riding 
on rationality and 
rationalizing this industry which 
clothes American women - in 
which so many American 
women earn their daily bread.

NEW 
YORK—(NEA)—The 
“do” is dead. Long live the little- 
do and the no-do. 
T hat's 
the 
consensus of 
several top New York hair 
stylists regarding this year’s 
looks. Or, more accurately, the 
lack of them. 
Whatever suits you is right, 
they say. J ust keep it simple and 
natural. And don't, for heaven’s 
sake, do anything outlandish to 
your hair just because it’s a 
special occasion. 
"You wouldn't go to a plastic 
surgeon and get an Oriental nose 
job to go with a Chinese outfit 
you’re wearing to a party,” 
reasons Linda Christiano who 
represents Cinandre, a chic 
salon composed of 30 stylists 
spread over three floors, “so 
don’t 
do something equally 
drastic with your hair.

Clever Couple 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Food and Drug Administration, 
•merging victorious from a 
court skirmish with Industry, 
plans to impose a mandatory 
ben next week on the synthetic 
dye Red No. 3, used widely in 
foods, drugs and cosmetics for 
68 years. 
The agency contends on the 
basis of animal studies that the 
dye may be a weak cancer- 
causing agent, and that food 
and color manufacturers cannot 
prove with absolute certainty 
that it is safe. 
U.S Dist. Judge Aubrey E. 
Robinson Jr. on Friday dis­ 
solved the temporary restrain­ 
ing order he had issued against 
the FDA just 10 days aarlter, 
and dismissed industry’s re­ 
quest for an injunction 


Lawyers representing color 
manufacturers and users Im­ 
mediately filed notice of their 
intention to go to the U.S. Court 
of Appeals in a second attempt 
to stay the agency's action. 


The FDA said the earliest it 
could publish the ban would be 
Tuesday. It would take effect 
immediately unless there are 
further court delays.

The FDA was joined in the 
court hearing by an unusual 
ally, Ralph Nader’s Health Re­ 
search Group, one of the agen­ 
cy’s most frequent critics on 
consumer safety issues. 


The consumer group filed a 
“friend of the court" brief trac­ 
ing the history of Red No. 2, its 
own efforts since November 
1971 to get it off the market 
and scientific studies at home 
and abroad calling its safety 
into question 
Industry lawyers noted Cana­ 
da informed the FDA this week 
it will not follow suit in banning 
Bed No. 2. But the judge noted 


Russia has banned the dye for 
years on the bests of studies by 
its scientists. 
The FDA certified 1.3 million 
pounds of Red No. 2 last year 
for use in hundreds of products, 
including vitamin pill coatings, 
strawberry pop, candy end coe­ 
metics. 
Use of the dye in products is 
not always readily apparent to 
consumers. Labels do not de­ 
clare its presence and It may 
be combined with other dyes to 
make shades of brown and 
purple and is sometimes used 
to make fish and cake frostings 
whiter. 
One substitute for Red No. 2 
is a dye called Red No. 40. But 
experts say Red No. 40 has 
drawbacks, such as turning 
fruit-flavored 
drinks 
black 
when Vitamin C Is added. Can­ 
ada said it will not approve 
Red No. 40 because the manu­ 
facturer did not submit ade­ 
quate safety date. 
Several 
large U.S. 
firms, 
among them Nabisco and Gen­ 
eral Mills, have stopped using 
Red No 2 in recent years be­ 
cause of safety questions. Other 
manufacturers reportedly have 
large stockpiles of the dye, 
which they would be stuck with 
if the bon were imposed next 
week.
